Family Herald and Weekly Star 
there appeared an editorial dealing 
with the country hospital problem.

HOME-MADE JELLIES 


B. F. Maurer pulled in his thresb-) 1 making different kinds of jellies 


the housekeeper very often finds the 
results of her work to be somewhat 
uncertain. Gometimes the jelly re- 
fuses to harden, or it becomes: sticky, 
or some other trouble crops up. 
However, a bulletin on preserving 
fruits and vegetables in the home, 
distributed by the publications branch 
of the department of ;agriculture, 
Ottawa, tells how to avoid these 
difficulties. It is pointed out that 
in order to make good jelly it is es- 
sential to have fruits that contain 
pectin and acid.’ The best fruit for 
making jelly are those Which contain 
these two ingredients in the proper 
proportions, such as apples, grapes, 
currants, and plums. Strawberries, 
blueberries, etc, lack pectin and re- 
quire the addition of apples or cur- 
rants which are high in pectin cdn- 
tent. When fruit becomes  over- 
ripe its pectin loses its value, for 
jelly makifg. It is'therefore jie neces- 
sary to use fruit which is just ripe 
or slightly under-ripe. Full diree- 
tions for making jellies and a num- 
ber of recipes are given in the 
bulletin. |

Ice-cooled. air is enabling men to 
work 7,650 feet. underground -— the 
deepest point to which man. has ever 
burrowed toward the earth’s core--in 
the Turf shaft of the sVillage Deep 
gold mine, Johannesburg. i 

Apart from economic factors, it was 
once thought by experts that deep 
level mining ‘would reach its limit at 
7,500 feet becatize of ‘the high tem- 
peratures which obtained at the low- 
est points. Statistics show that in the 
Village Deep miné there is an increase 
in the temperature of one deg. Fahr, 
for every 254 feet of vertical depth. 

At the deepest point of the Village 
Deep the rock temperature is already 
equal to that of the human body and 
it is calculated that at a depth of 
9,000 feet the temperature. will be 
105.8 deg. 

Thanks to a new method of Ice- 
cooling, work can be carried on to 
almost any depth. So far as is known 
the. Village Deep is the only mine sn 
the world where ice is utilized for | 
cooling purposés. Eighteen months of 
experiments have proved the system 
to be renmiarkably successful and to- 
day the mine ig using more than four 
tons of ice daily. 

The method consists of placing the | 
ice’ in the delivery ends of 15-inch 
ventilation pipes. The “air ‘coming | 
\from the pipes passes over the ice 
and is then concentrated on the spot | 
where work Is progressing. ‘The 
method had proved most effective, and 
has succeeded in lowerng the tempera- | 
ture at least seven degrees. By In- | 
creasing the quantity of ice, a reduc- 
tion of, no less than sixteen degrees 
has been attained. ©
